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Introduction 


For over a century, Berlitz language courses and books have helped people learn foreign 
languages for business, for pleasure and for travel — concentrating on the application of 
modern, idiomatic language in practical communication. 


This Berlitz Japanese Workbook is designed for students who have learned enough Japanese 
for simple day-to-day communication and now want to improve their linguistic knowledge 
and confidence.

If you want to check the meaning of a Japanese word, the Glossary at the back of the 
Workbook gives you its English translation. The Grammar section offers a handy overview of 
the essential structures covered in this Workbook, and you can check all of your answers 
against the Answer Key.
